I wave the honor to report, for the information of 
Major General Roberts, Commanding Rajpootana Field 
Foreo, that on the morning of the L7th, I marched by 
Major Geueral Sir Hugh Rose's order trom Antree, 
through the puss to Kutah-ki-Serai, which Ties between 
three aud four miles South-East of Gwalior. 








T had recomnoitred the pass the evening before, and 
cceupied the difficult points by strong pickets’ and 
voxts, 40 that, had there been any enemy, I should 
Tiare beon prepared, 


1 met with no opposition, however, and reached 
Kotah-ki-Serai at 7} 4. a. 


Upon my arrival, T aaw the enemy occupying the 
hts in front, and between me and Gwalior. 


T had orders from Sir Hugh Rose to halt at Kotah-ki- 
Serai, and communieate with him, but as the enemy 
appeared determined to attuck me, and being also 
hampered with a large quantity of baggage, and 
Kotah-KiSerai not being a secure position, I thought 
it bust to take the initiative. 


L thorefore collected my baggage in and near the 
Fort of Kotah-ki-Serui, placing it under a Troop of Her 
Majesty’s Sth Hussars, and 2 Sistieen of the Ist 
Tiancers, and us strong a guard of Infantry aa I could 
afford. I reconnoitred the ground in front, and found 
it to he most difficult, intersected with nullahs, and 
impracticable for Cavalry. About 1,500 yards from 
Kotah-ki-Serai, their guns were in position, and their 
line run all under the hills across the road to Gwalior. 

This I ascertained by advancing with my recon- 
noitring party, to within about 4 or 500° yards, when 
they opened so heavy a fire upon us, that we were 
obliged to retire, not ‘however, before I had made my- 
self ucquainted with the nature of the ground, and thus 
enabled mysclf to avoid being ontangled in the mullahs 
abovementioned. 


Ladvancod the Horso Artillery, and soon dislence 


their guns; after three or four rounds, they began to 
retire, and I sent my Infantry across tho broken

Ist Lancers ax a support. 



































T then ordered the Squadron of Tussare to charge 
to the front, which they did most gallantly, passing 
right through the enemys camp, carrying every thing 
Detore them. 








Upon the return of the Squadron, both Officers and 
Men were so completely exhausted, and prostrated from. 
heat, fatigue and great’ exertion, they could searcely sit: 
on their saddles, and were for the moment incapable of 
further exertion. 





This was a critical moment, ax the enemy were 
collecting both on the front and flanks, but, the 95th 
had arrived near the guns, and the 8th Hussars, apite 
of their fatigue, formed to their front in line, and, in 
order to show a greater front, I formed them in single 
rank. In the meantime, the remaining Troop of the 
Ist Lancers had arrived to support ax second line. T 
then retired the Cavalry by altemnate ‘Troops, protected 
by the Artillery; during which movement both armx 
showed the greatest steadiness, and entered the ravine 
under the protection of the Infantry posted there. 














I then took up a position for the night on the 
heights, sending for my baggage and placing it in 
tolerulile seenrity in a sort-of amphitheatre formed 
hy a portion of the hills we occupied. 1 guarded 
both ends of the defile with strong pickets’ of In- 
fantry, in strong positions formed by the ground, 
and ‘also threw out «trong pickets, both Cavalry 
and Infantry, towards the heights on our right; the 
eft of or position was defended against any sudden 
assaults by # steep bank and a canal. 









Having now finished iy first day's proceedings, 1 
have only to add the names of some Officers who gavu 
me most valuable assistance. Lieutonant-Colonel 
Hicks, Commanding details, who was most energetic, 
aud always in the front, both in reeconnoitring and in 
the charge, and it was ab his piggustion that I ordered 
the charge of the Squadron of the 8th Hussars through 
the enemy's camp, which, although venturous, suc- 
eoeded well with the enemy we had to deal with. 


Captnin Sir John Hill, acting an my Brigade Major 
who, in spite of the intense heat end great fatiguo, 
waa always at my side ready to give mo assistance and 
cary out my instructions; also Captain Bolton, Act- 
ing Quarter Master Goneral to the Brigade, who gave 
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‘me most éfficient assistance in addition to the perform- 
ance of his own peculiar duties, which, under the 
circumstances, were arduous and trying in the extreme. 
Lieutenant Williams, Sub-Assistant Cormmissury 
Goneral, attached to the Brigade, who was always most 
active, cnergetic and indefatigable in the discharge of 
his duties; but on this occasion, when the obtaining 
of any supplies were most difficult, in fact nest to 
impossible, he never spared himself in_ endeavouring to 
overcome difficulties, Captain MacMullin, 23rd Ben- 
gal Infantry, who volunteored to act as my Aide-ci 
Samp, and gave me most valuable and

Aqngnanty to your order, received about 
8 o'clock A. Mt, on the hanks of the stream near Kotal 
ki-Serai, I proceeded with two Companies of the 95th 
Regiment, in skirmishing order, to attack the Rebel 
entrenchments, with anpporta, and the 10th Regiment 
Native Infantry, echelon, ata reverve. On nearing 
their breast-work, they opened a brink fire of musketry 
‘on both corps aleng the line, accompanied with round 
shot and shell us fast: as they could Ioad their guns; 
seeing our approach, many of them commenced to 1. 
tire from their left, when the skirmishers from the 95th 
opened fire on them. 





When within 50 yards of their works, 1 ordered the 
skirmishers to advance at the double and charge, and 
on reaching. their works, L discovered their Tufuntry 
retiring up the ravines, towards the lott and right, and 
taking away the guns to our left. 


Here we were stoppod by a deep ditch with four 
feet of water, and the banks were so steep, that it was 
with difficulty, that the men got ovor in aingle file, 
and by the time that the skirmishers had ascended the 
opposite bank, the entrenchment was completely aban. 
doned, but we still found a small body, evident ly their 
rear, extended, firing and+retiring through the ravines 
and up the hills in disorder. ‘Tho akitntishers with the 
greatect engerness pushed on, and succeaded in shoot- 
ing several of them, 


On gaining the heights in rear of the oncampment, 
during whiok time a Company of tho.95th had swont 
round the base of the hill to the lef, I observed that, 
the enemy had guns about 800 or 1,000 yardsin front, 
on another hill ubout the sumo height, with Infantry 
and a largo proportion of Cavalry. I sounded the 
halt and assembly, on which # flee of wbrapnell way 
opened on the men, 7 then noticed on my immediate 
right, about 500 yards off, and which T afterwards age 
certained was the road to Gwalior, about 100 of the 
Gwalior Contingent Cavalry protected from our fire 
hy a high embankment, aud aa I anticipated that they 
would endeavour to turn my right flank by charge, 
und thus cut me off from’ my reserve, I ordered the 
retire on the entrenchments, opening at the same time 
on them, a sharp fire from the Enfields, and having 
our rear covered by a Company of the LOth Regiment 
in skirmishing order, 





On reaching the entrenchment, I found that Major 
Vialls, who cotumanded the reserve, wax attacking tho 
Gwalior Contingent Cavalry, above alluded to, with 
two Companies of the 95th, keeping them in check, 
and preventing thei from advancing down the road, 
where they had brought a couple of 9-Pounder guns, 
to bear on us. In the mean time, another gun of 
heavy metal, judging from the distance of the range, 
twelve hundred yards, was brought into position, on x 
| high hill to our extreme left front, when immediately 

ids 2 srans of the Bombay Artillery were placed 
to silunce the lire, which considerably annoyed us, 











Soon after this, I reecived your orders to proceed up 
the road with the 10th in reserve, and on aur aidvanc- 
ing, the Gwalior Contingent Cavalry, a# well ax the 
yu inal. After advancing along the road for 
ahout a mile, (with a deep nullah and high embank- 
ment on our left, aud the two Companies in skir~ 
inishing order in front, and covering the ridgea to our 
right.) and until the skirmishers had entered on the

During the halt, and whilst the Cavalry wore en- 
gaged in sweeping through the Cantonments, the ene- 
iny brought two guns into position on our left, ope on 
our right, and two from the Furt opened fire on the 
95th, and a division of the Horse Artillery, immediate- 
ly and close to us. 


Having remained here for about half an hour, you 
dirceted us to retire, and take up a position on the 


heights in front of Gwalior for the night. We reached 
them about 7 r. a, :

The heights having 
‘Deen carried by the combined exertions of the Brigade 
after its mornings march on the 17th, and against 
every disadvantage of heat, and the strongly fortified 
positions of the encmy, that most trying day's pro- 
cvedings closed with’a charge on the plain before 
Gwalior, made by a Squadron of Her Majesty's Sth 
Hussare with some guns, supported by a Synadron of 
the Lst Lancers, This sudden dasl of a small boy 
of our Cavalry, (and I understand the Rance of Jhansi¢ 
ull on thia oceasion,) in front of numerous hatte: 
and in the face of @ considerable foree of their ( 
valry, could not have failed to carry a terrible les- 
son and panic to the enemy, After this daring exploit, 
the rapidity of which saved us from a severe loss, 
the whole “rotired to. theit positions on the heights ; 
the Ist Lancers to a distant point to be employed 
throughout the night as a picquct. During the 
earlier operations of the day, Thad tho misfortune 
to lose the valuable services of Captain Anderson ; 
whilst in Command of a detached Squadron, he 
was wounded in the left arm by a muskct ball, On 
the 18th, the Regiment furnished several parties for 
reconnoitring and other dutice, throughout the whole 
of which they were e to a heavy fire kept up by 
the enemy from their battories and siltrmishors ; soveral 
horses were also killed and wounded by round shot, 
which were fired into the position oe 
corps. During the evening, the Regiment led for 
sn action with the enemy, and Ceca exposed to 
their fire. On the 18th, the 1st Lancers. and portion 
of Her. Mejeety's 8th Hussars were engaged in pro- 
tecting in front-of the enemy's batteries, ut 






















the higher and lower fortifications of Gwalior; subs 
sequently, the Lancers received a sudden and emergent 
order to ascend the heights, to protect the Infantry 
Colunm, serving the enemy's captured guns againat 
their entrenched vamp. At a later period, they were 
directed to quit the heights, and watch the road on the 
opposite side, leading into the encmy’s camp and fore, 
and while in that position, their xerviees were required 
to carry some 1-pounder guns and mortars, which 
were being fired upon our Troops on the hills above. 
‘This service was xpeedily and well executed by Lieu- 
tenant Heath with his Squadron, wecompanied by my- 
self, nobly, and closely followed by his men. The eie- 
my's horsemen, who had been ven hear the guns, 
escaped among the trees and buildings, which offered 
every facility for their doing wo. While Lieutenant 
Lleath's Squadron dashed round the hill, Lieutenant 
Colonel Raines, with « portion of Her Majesty's 95th, 
rushed down it, when the enemy's camp and ‘entrance 
to the suburbs of Gwalior were thus carried, Ou this 
oceasion, two 18-pounder guts, some mortars, emmuni- 
tion carts, store and magazine, fell into the hands of 
the British Troops. I now come to the last scene of 
coulliet, in whichany Regiment performed a conspicuous, 
and from the results, T may add, w very important 
Lieutenant Heath’s advance was supported by 
stain Loch, with the 2nd Squadron, and when arriv- 
ed on the spot where the guns had been captured, o 
large budy of the encmy's Infantry were seen in full 
retreat to the right; they were pursued by Captain 
Loch’s Squadro joined, followed by 
Licutenant Heath’ ich became in its turn 
a support. ‘There fell a fine promising young Soldier, 
Cornet Mills, shot throwzh the lungs by one of the 
enemy, who was instantly ent down by Captain Loch, 
Fearful from the excell: pt bearing of all ranks, their 
faithfd support of their Oificers, and the excitement 
increased by. the cheers, which they readily took up 
from the British Infantry around, that my Regiment 
might become involved in a xtreet action against count-

in this, 1 happily succeeded ; and having personally 
reported to the Major General, who appeared on the 
ground, what had occurred, he instantly advanced into 
the suburbs with Her Majesty’s 95th Regiment, und 
eve, ere sunset, the British Ariny under his com- 
had carried every thing but the Fort of Gwalior, 
y rapidly evacuating the town and suburbs.

‘On account of the indieposition of Captain Pelly, 
and in accordance with his orders, I aisumed Com- 
mand of the Regiment, and between 2 and 8 P. x. led 
it to the position pointed out to me, viz,, tha crest of 
the hill to the left of those hay-stacks which had that 
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morning been set on fire by the enemy. T found that 
the fighting had already commeneed, and that H. M.'s 
6th Regiment had taken possession of the enemy's 
Ddatteries on this point. I remained here a short time, 
but finding that the men of the 10th were cxposed 
tos heavy fire of grape and bulleta, without being able 
to return it, (on account of the short range of their 
auskets,) I Jeft a portion of them as a support to the 
guns, and advancing with the remainder in skirmishing 
order, cleared the two nearest heights of {he enemy 
At the foot of the second hill, we discovered a plain, 
on which were two brass fivld pic 
these we took with a rush, and having 1 
ai we could, we turned our attention to an Arsenal on 
our right, from which the enemy poured in a galling 
fire. We cleared them out of this, and then occupied 
a trench at the bottom of the hill, from whieh we kept 
up 8 heavy fire till there was a general advance of the 
force, when we skirmished through the lines on the 
opposite side of the plain, In doing this, we killed 
many of the enemy, and those who escaped us were 
eventually eut up by the Ist Bombay Lancers, Here 
all opposition ceased, and nothing remained to be done 
Dut to place guards on the different Arsenals and Maya 
zines we had taken. happy to say, our Casualties 
were very few, as will be seen hy the Retum already 
sent in, and have only to add, that the behaviour of 
the Officers and Men under my Command, was beyond 
all praise.

they gradually retired and fired the guns and jingalls

After remaining here for about threo quarter of an 
hour the Major Genoral came up, und ordered me to 
advance in support of the skirmishers of Her Majesty's 
86th Regiment, and in rear of their right, which | 
did, until we crested the opposite bill, and found them 
in possession of the enemy’s entrenchment, having 
captured 8 brass guns. 

‘Finding that T'was Senior Officer present, I took 
the Command, and desired the tumbril to be reinoved 
to the rear, in order to tum their guns upon their 
Cavalry, which I saw in detached bodies with some 
Infantry and guns in the plain below, at a distance of 
1,000 yards.

We hold Ourselves hound to the Natives of Our Indian Territories by the 
same Obligations of Duty which bind Us to all Our other Subjects; and those 
Obligations, by the Blessing of Aumicury Gop, Wx shall faithfully and conscien- 
tiously fulfil. 

Firmly relying Ourselves on the trath of Christianity, and acknowledging 
with gratitude the solace of Religion, We disclaim alike the Right and the Desire 
to impose our Convictions on any of Our Subjects. We declare it to be Our Toyal 
Will and Pleasure that none be in any wise favored, none molested or disquicted, by 
reason of their Religious Faith or Observances ; but, that all shall alike enjoy the 
equal and impartial protection of the Law: and We do strictly charge and enjoin 
all those who may be in authovity under Us, that they abstain from all interference 
with the Religious Belief or Worship of any of Our Subjects, ou pain of Our highest 
Displeasure. * 

And it is Our further Will that, so far as may be, Our Subjects, of whatever 
Race or Creed, be freely and impartially admitted to Offices in Our Service, the 
Duties of which they may be qualificd, by their education, ability, and integrity, duly 
to discharge. 

We know, and respect, the feelings of attachment with which the Natives 
of Inpra regard the Lands inheritetl by them from their Ancestors; and Ws desire to 
protect them in all Rights connected therewith, subject to the equitable demands of 
the State: and Wx will that generally, in framing and administering the Law, due 
regard be paid to the ancient Rights, Usages, and Customs of Ixpra. 

We decply lament the evils and misery which have been brought upon 
Txpia by the acts of ambitious Men, who have deceived their Countrymen by false 
reports, and led them into open Rebellion. Our Power has been shown by the 
Suppression of that Rebellion in the field ; Wn desire to show our Mercy, by pardon- 
ing the Offences of those who have been thus misled, but who desire to return to the 
path of Duty. . 

Already in one Province, with ‘1 view to stop the further effusion of blood, 
and to hasten the Pacification of-Our Indian Dominions, Our Viccroy and Governor 
General has héld out the Mee of Pardon,”on certain terms, to the great 
majority of those who, in thea unhappy Disturbances, have been guilty of 
Offences against our Government, and has declared the Punishment which will bo 
inflicted on those whose Crimes place them beyond the reach of Forgiveness. Wu 
approve and confirm the said act of Our Viceroy and Govemor General, and do 
further announce and proclaim as follows :— : 

; Our Clemency will be extended to all Offenders, save and except those who 
have been, or shall be, convicted of having directly taken part in the Murder of 
British Subjecta, j, With regard to such, the demands of Justice forbid the exercise 
of Mercy, 
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To those who have willingly given asylum to Murderers, knowing them to 
be-aiich, or who may have acted as Leaders or Instigators in Revolt, their Livos 
aldfte can be guaranteed; but in apportioning the Penalty due to such ‘Persons, fy] 
consideration will be given to tlie circumstances under which they have been induced 
to throw off their Allegiance, and large indulgence will be shown to those whose 
Crimes may appear to have originated in too ercdulous acceptance of the false reports 
circulated by designing Men. 

To.all others in Arms against the Government, We hereby promise uncon. 
ditional Pardon, Amnesty, arid Oblivion of all Offence against Ourselves, Our Crown 
and Dignity, on their return to their homes and peaceful-pursuits, 

It is Our Royal Plensure that those Terms of Grace and Amnesty should 
be extended to all those who comply with their Conditions before the First Day of 
January next. 

When, by the Blessing of Proymence, internal Tranquillity shall be restored, 
it is Our carnest Desire to stimulate the peaceful Industry of Inpra, to promote Works 
of Public Utility and Improvement, and to administer its Government for the benefit 
of all Our Subjects resident therein. In their Prosperity will be Our Strength; in 
their Contentment, Our Security ; and in their Gratitude, Our best Reward. And may 
the Gop of all Power grant to Us, and tothosein authority under Us, Strength to 
carry out these Our Wishes for the good of Our People.

5. Tho enemy observing us stationary, and sing 
no Infantry or Guns advancing in support, became 
bold, threw out skirmishers, ond energing, from their 
cover drew up in line, their right resting on Subejnee, 
and their left on the village of Russowles. At this 
moment, the Rebel foree must have muster 900- 
to 1,000 strong in Infantry, with 60 C 
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@. The enomy advanced. Without exchanging a 
thot, I at once retired slowly, followed up steadily by 
the Rebel line for a hundred yards, clear of village 
@r jungle, when euddenly wheeling about my divisons 
into line with a hearty cheer, we charged into and 
through the centre of the enemy’s line, Licutenant 
Broughton with his Detachment immediately follow 
up the movement, with excellent effect from his posi- 
tion upon the enemy’s left. ‘The Rebel right wing of 
about 300 men broke at once, bub the centre and left, 
observing the great labour of the hones, in crossing 
the heavy ground, stood, and reoviving the charge w 
repeated vollies, were cut down or broke only a few 
yards ahead of the Cavalry. From this moment, the 
pursuit was limited to the strongest and best horses 
of the Force, numbering some 60 of all ranks, who, 
dashing into and swimming a deep and wide nullah, 
followed the flying enemy through the village of

swamp, and five hundred yards into the thick jungles

8. To Licutenant Broughton, Commanding the 
8rd Seikh Irregular Cavalry, and G. C. Blake, Esquire, 
Volunteer, doing duty, my ‘thanks are especially due for 
0 gallantly supporting the charge of my Troop, by 
lending the attack upon the enemy's left. 

Mr. G. B. Chicken, Master, Indian Navy, of the 
Dehree Naval Brigade, and Lieutenant and Adjutant 
Nolan, of the 2nd Bengal Police Battalion, both Vo- 
Tunteers, doing duty with my Troop, rendered me the 
greatest assistance and service.
